oldest  musical  organizations  in 
the  world.  They  were  founded  six 
years  after  Columbus  discovered 
America,  and  when  Maximilian  I 
ordered  the  organization  of  a 
boys’  choir  in  the  Court  Chapel 
in  Vienna. 


They  remain  active  in  the  choir 
until  their  voices  change,  after 
which  they  are  encouraged  to 
pursue  their  interests  in  any  field 
of  their  choice.  At  a recent  re- 
unior  party,  37  former  Choir  Boys 
among  the  group  held  doctorate 
degrees. 

The  concert  will  be  divided  into 
three  parts,  opening  with  a group 
of  sacred  songs  written  in  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  cen- 
turies. After  a brief  intermission, 
some  of  the  lads  will  change  from 
sailor  suits  to  high-heeled  shoes, 
dresses  and  wigs  for  their  cos- 
tume operetta.  The  Operetta  cho- 
sen for  this  program  will  be  an- 
nounced later.  Also  included  in 
the  program  will  be  secular  music 
and  folk  songs. 

This  is  the  tenth  time  Vienna’s 
historic  Konvikt  School,  founded 
by  Imperial  decree  454  years  ago, 
has  sent  one  of  their  finely-train- 
ed groups  to  tour  North  America. 
Currently  on  the  last  lap  of  a 
world-wide  tour,  the  choir  of  more 
than  20  youngsters,  aged  seven 
to  twelve,  will  appear  in  70  cities 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  school  has  three  choirs  on 
tour  each  year.  This  is  the  fourth 
unit  to  appear  since  the  war.  The 
rotation  system  allows  each  lad  in 
the  school  an’ opportunity  to  visit 
each  country  o.n  the  choir’s  far- 
flung  itinerary  at  least  once  be- 
fore his  voice  changes. 

Fewer  than  100  boys  or  ten  per- 
cent of  the  number  of  applicants 
are  admitted  to  the  institution.

Blood  Donation  Drive  Results 
In  Quota  Oversubscription 

Brigham  Young  University  students  continued  to  donate  blood 
today  as  the  drive  to  collect  650  pints  for  wounded  servicemen  en 
tered  its  second  day. 

According  to  blood  drive  officials,  students  at  the  Y over 
subscribed  the  desired  650  pints  and  it  may  be  difficult  for  some 
students  desiring  to  give  blood  to 
make  appointments.  However,  due 
to  the  fact  that  some  persons  give 
blood  faster  than  others,  it  will 
probably  be  possible  for  students 
who  have  not  signed  up  to  donate. 

The  blood  will  be  segregated, 
with  all  type  “O,”  or  universal 
type,  going  directly  to  Korea  as 
whole  blood.  This  blood  is  ad- 
ministered directly  to  the  wound- 
ed, either  on  the  battlefield  or  in 
the  front-line  hospitals.  A great 
many  lives  have  been  saved  in 
the  Korean  conflict  by  the  -im- 
mediate use  of  whole  blood. 

All  other  blood  types  will  be 
processed  into  plasma,  which  is 
also  used  on  the  battlefield,  prin- 
cipally to  combat  shock.  Both 
whole  blood  and  plasma  are  bad- 
ly needed  in  Korea. 

The  bloodmobile  is  a touring 
unit  which  draws  on  local  Red 
Cross  workers  for  assistants,  but 
which  is  equipped  with  permanent 
workers  who  travel  with  the 
unit. 

In  charge  of  the  drive  on  cam- 
pus is  the  AFROTC  Sponsor 
Corps.  The  sponsors  have  staffed 
the  booth  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
lobby  where  students  signed  dur- 
ing the  past  week,  and  have  also 
conducted  publicity  for  the  drive. 
Members  of  the  Corps  are  also 
assisting  Bloodmobile  personnel.

US  Air  Force  Offers 
Varied  Program, 
Soys  Gen.  Kessler 

“Career  opportunities  in  the 
Air  Force,”  was  the  topic  discus- 
sed by  General  Alfred  A.  K»ssler, 
Commanding  General  of  the 
Fourth  Air  Force,  in  Monday’s 
forum  assembly.  This  topic  was 
treated  in  two  phases,  first,  Why 
the  Air  Force?  Why  the  current 
accent  an  the  Air  Force?”  and, 
second,  “The  opportunities  and 
advantages  of  a career  in  the 
Air  Force.” 

General  Kesler  explained,  “It 
is  clear  our  aim  is  to  avoid  an  all- 
out  war.  We  need,  therefore, 
moral,  economic,  and  military 
strength  to  take  on  the  task 
which'  is  set  before  us.”  He  crys- 
talized  the  challenge,  “We  must 
maintain  a strong  enough  force 
to  stem  Russian  attack,  and  must 
also  be  strong  enough  that  in  case 
of  war  we  can  obtain  victory.” 

General  Kesler  stated  further, 
“The  Soviet  long  range  air  force 
is  the  most  immediate,  physical 
threat  to  the  United  States.  . . 
The  threat  of  an  air  force  can 
only  be  met  by  a better  air  force.” 

Addressing  the  second  phase, 
Air  Force  Careers,  hft  stated, 
“The  Air  Force  has  a need  for 
specialists  in  hundreds  of  occupa- 
tional fields.  There  are  now  over 
975,000  uniformed  personnel  in 
the  Air  Force.” 

In  conclusion,  General  Kesler 
outlined  the  career  advantages, 
“Financially  a Second  Lieutenant 
has  a starting  pay  of  over  $100 
a week.”  Other  advantages  such 
as  education,  medical  care  and 
promotion  were  explained.

He  was  born 
May  4,  1899,  the  son  of  Robert 
and  Cecilia  Anderson  Wilkinson. 
His  father  is  a native  of  Scotland, 
and  his  mother  is  from  Denmark. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  received  his  ear- 
ly education  in  Ogden  schools, 
and  Weber  College.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity in  1921.  While  he  was  at 
BYU,  he  met  Alice  Ludlow  who 
later  became  his  wife. 

He  was  graduated  from  George 
Washington  University  Law 
School,  summa  cum  laude,  with 
the  LL.B.  degree  in  1926,  and  he 
later  went  to  Harvard  University 
with  a fellowship. 

After  several  years  of  experi- 
ence as  a teacher  of  law  in  a 
New  Jersey  law  school,  he  became 
a member  of  the  firm  headed  by 
the  Hon.  Charles  Evans  Hughes. 
Later  he  joined  in  a law  partner- 
ship with  Walter  Moyle  in  1935 
and  finally  organized  his  own 
firm  in  Washington,  D.C. 

As  attorney  for  the  Ute  Ind- 
ians, he/ prosecuted  one  case  in 
which  the  testimony  and  exhib- 
its received  in  evidence  aggre- 
gated over  34,000  pages.  The  case 
resulted  in  four  judgments  total- 
ing $31,500,000,  one  of  which  is 
the  largest  ever  rendered  by  the 
U.S.  Court  of  Claims  against  the 
United  States.  Dr.  Wilkinson  and 
his  associates  worked  on  the  case 
16  years  and  amassed  what  is 
probably  the  greatest  amount  of 
evidence  ever  presented  in  that 
court. 

An  energetic  member  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  he  served  as  bishop 
of  Queens  Ward  in  New  York  and 
i later  as  a member  of  the,  Wash- 
ington Stake  presidency.

Fuerstner  is  here  at  a tremendous  sacrifice  and  has  done  some  bril- 
liant work  in  accompanying  the  nation’s  finest  artists  that  pass 
through,  besides  contributing  his  genius  to  the  lives  and  talents  <jf 
piano  students  here. 

Had  I the  time  and  space  I could  quote  critics  from  New  York  to 
San  Francisco  about  his  superb  touch  as  a performer.  Only  last 
week  ,a  Salt  Lake  City  newspaper  had  this  to  say: 

‘■‘Mr.  Fuerstner  is  a stirring  artist  whose  vivid  playing  is  now 
inextricably  tied  up  with  the  life  and  music  of  the  Intermountain 
West.” 

After  the  Book  of  Mormon  Oratoria  presentation  in  the  field- 
house  last  week,  Mr.  Fuerstner  was  on  hand  to  extend  his  warmest 
regards  to  composer,  conductor,  soloists,  chorus,  orchestra,  etc.  And 
as  I mingled  with  that  impressive  list  of  folks,  I could  not  help  but 
wonder  how  little  we  appreciate  what  kind  of  reception  Mr.  Fuerst- 
ner himself  gets  when  he  performs  here.  Outside  the  usual  few  who 
will  always  express  themselves,  there  is  practically  no  recognition 
for  this  man  who  could  be  hailed  anywhere  else  as  a great  boost  to 
the  eminence  of  any  faculty. 

It’s  an  old  and  a bad  habit  of  LDS  people  to  draw  a distinction 
between  the  talents  of  those  on  the  inside  and  those  on  the  outside. 
We  do  produce  some  great  people  in  every  field;  that’s  not  the  point. 
The  point  is— and  Brigham  Young  expressed  it  better  than  anyone— 
there  is  good  everywhere  on  earth,  in  every  philosophy  and  in  every 
heart;  and  because  one  is  not  a member  of  the  Church  does  not 
mean  his  accomplishments  are  to  be  ignored  and  .his  efforts  un- 
appreciated.

The  Second 

Mile

Brigham  Young  University  has 
been  described  often  as  being  a 
sort  of  faith  factory.  But  that  is 
not  the  only  viewpoint;  one  calls 
it  a faith  wrecker  and  another 
thinks  of  it  as  a blinder  of  minds. 

. Which  of  these  views  is  true? 
Does  it  matter?  Perhaps  there 
isn’t  much  need  to  argue  about 
any  one  view  because  they  are 
all  believed,  and  might  as  well  be 
true.  But  that  is  not  the  point. 

The  question  that  is  worth 
more  attention  is  “Which  should 
be  true?”  A freshman  may  find 
that  the  faith  he  brought  to  col- 
lege is  unable  to  cope  with  the 
torrent  of  information  which 
drenches  him — unless  he  chooses 
to  retreat  by  growing  a shell  that 
is  impervious  to  new  ideas.  Sure- 
ly it  is  better  to  give  the  new 
ideas  a chance  to  influence  the 
old  ones  in  the  cranium,  and  pos- 
sibly make  the  simple  faith  more 
comprehensive.  This  may  involve 
a temporary  disorganization  be- 
fore the  new  faith  is  built. 

In  the  case  of  a highly  “science- 
ized”  intellect  coming  to  BYU, 
there  may  be  moments  of  schol- 
arly disappointment  with  “indoc- 
trination” and  with  faculty  and 
students  who  “ignore  facts.”  If 
such  a person  has  been  operating 
without  the  vital  force  of  religi- 
ous faith,  it  may  be  a good  thing 
that  he  is  exposed  to  this  faith  in 
operation— it  may  fill  in  the  side 
of  his  life  that  is  most  deficient. 

Should  this  university  only  add 
to  the  faith  that  is  already  bal- 
anced with  non-religious  informa- 
tion? If  this  were  true,  few 
would  be  helped  here.  No  single 
one  of  the  views  mentioned 
should  be  the  only  one  that  is 
true  at  BYU. 

Rather  than  complain,  those 
represented  by  these  examples 
should  be  glad  for  the  chance  to 
expand  a little.  Human  faith  that 
is  “comprehensive”  does  not  need 
to  crowd  out  simple  faith.  Com- 
pared with  what  men  don’t  know, 
it  is  simple  enough. 


The  committee  to  study  the  re- 
organization of  student  govern- 
ment is  hearing  reports  from 
various  campus  leaders  at  pres- 
ent. The  committee  expects  to 
gather  information  from  a num- 
ber of  sources  before  it  begins 
its  actual  work  of  making  recom- 
mendations. 

The  Central  Committee  on 
rushing  procedures  mailed  over 
three  hundred  cards  to  persons 
who  failed  to  join  social  units 
after  attending  openhouses  last 


quarter,  asking  them  for  the 
whys  and  the  wherefores.  Al- 
though the  committee  is  keeping 
the  information  confidential,  it 
can  be  revealed  that  no  violations 
were  uncovered.  Most  students 
decided  either  that  they  couldn’t 
afford  a social  unit,  or  that  they 
didn’t  have  the  time. 

BYU’s  executive  council  will 
travel  to  Laramie  and  Ft.  Collins 
this  week  end  to  represent  the 
school  at  the  basketball  games 
there.  Also  making  the  trip  are 
several  members  of  the  govern- 
ment reorganization  committee, 
who  will  take  notes  on  student 
government  at  the  two  schools. 

Interest  in  the  formation  of 
new  social  units  on  campus  has 
not  been  too  high  apparently, 
according  to  reports  from  the 
first  meetings  called  for  this  pur- 
pose. It  is  hoped  by  officials, 
however,  that  interest  will  pick 
up,  and  that  several  new  units 
will  result. 

Both  studentbody  officers  and 
UNIVERSE  staff  members  are 
waiting  eagerly  for  the  opening 
of  the  new  student  bookstore. 
Both  will  move  into  new  offices 
in  the  building,  completely  equip- 
ped, according  to  rumor,  with 
new  furniture. 

. While  on  the  subject  of  new 
offices,  studentbody  offices  should 
certainly  be  equipped  with  enough 
desks  so  that  every  member  of 
the  executive  council  could  have 
one  to  himself.  It’s  hard  to  imag- 
ine Dean  Lloyd  and  Dr.  Braith- 
waite  sharing  the  same  offices 
and  using  the  same  desk,  but 
that’s  just  what  top  ranking  stu- 
dentbody officers  are  expected 
to  do.

Book  of  Mormon  . . . 


Robertson  Oratorio  Received 
With  Acclamation  by  Critic

Newspaper  publicity  has  acquainted  us  with  the  fact  that  Profes- 
sor LeRoy  J.  Robertson'  (professionally  known  as  Leroi  Robertson) 
has  worked-  at  the  “Book  of  Mormon”  oratorio  intermittently  since 
he  began  it  at  Brigham  Young  University  in  1946.  Last  week  we  wit- 
nessed the  premiere  .three  performances,  of  this  excellent  work. 
This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  its  present  form  will  be  its  final 
form.  The  initiated  know  that  virtually  all  musical  works  in  any  of 
the  so-called  larger  forms  by  the  greatest  masters  have  been  revised, 
many  completely  rewritten,  after  their  early  performances.  Some 
of  the  great  works^vere  really  never  “finished.” 

As  our  oratorio  stands  today  it  takes  one  hour  to  perform. 
The  outstanding  impression'  it  made  on  layman  and  expert  critic  in 
the  field  of  music  was  one  of  a series  of  intense  climaxes.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  the  composer  will  some  day  undertake  to  lengthen  out 
his  work  so  that  it  will  take  from  one  and  a half,  perhaps  even  two 
hours,  to  perform.  This  would  be  very  desirable,  for  an  artistic 
separation  of  the  highly  emotional  passages  would  result.  Listners, 
those  stirred  by  religious  emotions  only,  as  well  as  those  carried 
away  by  the  gripping  musical  artistry,  would  then  have  more  time 
to  enjoy  the  inherent  beauty  of  the  oratorio. 

That  the  work  is  really  not  “finished,”  in  the  mind  of  the  com- 
poser at  least,  is  also  indicated  by  the  fact  that  it  has  not  been  final- 
ly named.  Ultimately  this  outstanding  art-work  cannot  appropriately 
be  referred  to  as  the  “Book  of  Morman”  oratorio,  or  the  “Oratorio 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon.”  World-famous  oratorios,  like  “The  Mes- 
siah,” the  “Creation,”  and  “Elijah”  would  have  suffered  from  being 
known  merely  as  “Bible”  oratorios.  Since  the  message  of  the 
Lamanite  prophet  Samuel  is  the  heart  of  the  oratorio,  as  far  as  both 
text  and  music  are  concerned,  the  oratorio  might  well  be'  named 
for  him. 

Since  half  a thousand  trained  persons  are  needed  to  do  justice 
to  a performance  of  the  oratorio,  as  was  done  in  the  fieldhouse  last 
Thursday,  the  occasions  upon  which  students  of  the  purposes  of  God 
and  lovers  of  good  music  will  hear  this  work1  are  going  to  be  few. 
But  choice  parts  of  it,  like  the  modal  setting  of  “The  Lord’s  Prayer,” 
will  be  heard  with  increasing  frequency,  it  is  hoped. 

Regardless  of  religious  beliefs  and  of  likes  and  dislikes  in  mod- 
ern aesthetics,  all  objective  critics  will  hail  this  creation  as  one  of 
the  outstanding  cultural  achievements  of  Mormonism.  Adherents  to 
faith  as  well  as  those  who  strive  to  alvance  the  culture  of  our  people 
can  be  justly  proud  of  this  new  accomplishment  in  one  of  the  fine 
arts  by  one  of  its  native  sons.
